Arthur M. h'ree, representative in congress 
from this district, who is the only congrc.-,s- 
man from California who voted agaiiiit the j 
federal child labor amendment, has issued 
the following statement in regard to the 
measure; 

The so-called child labor law aiithorfiPs the pro¬ 
hibition of labor by children under the age of 18 
years in all pursuits Involving labor. Some aniend- 
ipients were offered to the law. One amendment 
^proposed to make the law applicable only to the 
'labor of children in mines, mills, and factories: 
another proposed to make the law apply to chil¬ 
dren under 16 years of age; and another proposed 
^o exempt light labor on the farm from the operu- 
l^toii ot the act. These amendments were all voted 
■ down. 

Some ot the congressmen from agricultural states 
felt they must vote against the hill as they believed 
, that If a boy 17 years of age could not milk a cow, 
^pr assist in harvesting tho fruit crops for iiislunce, 
Vjrreparable Injury would result not only to the 
|ruit and farming Indusiry, hut to the hoy himself, 
."'^lauy mcinUcrs ot congress cited their own cases 
•-■lb which, by engaging in light work, they made 
''jnoncy enough to put themselves through college. 
This would not he possible If all children under 
18 yers of age were prohibited from engaging in 
all kinds of labor. No nieiiiber ot congress be¬ 
lieves in tho exploitation of child labor which 
cun In any way result in injury to the child.

It is iKjt the case, as Mr. Eree imiilics, that 
the ainendment here discussed would mean 
jirohihiting “all children under 18 )ears of 
age from engaging in all kinds of labor.” 

'I’he amendment is but an enabling act 
ein])owering congress to jiass sneh laws as 
may he necessary to "limit, regulate or pro¬ 
hibit the labor of children under 18 years 
of age.” (Jhvioiisly, the ainendment .should 
he hroarl in the scope of iiowers conferred, 
and should not he handicapjied at the out- 
.set by such limitations as .Mr. Free says 
were attempted by jinyiiosed amendments 
that were voted down. 

‘‘.\'o inemher of omgres.s helicvcs in the 
ex])loitation of child lalior which can in 'any 
way result in injury to the child,” says Mr. 
Eree. Vet it is a jiatent fact that unless the 
aineiuhnent in (|uestion becomes law the dis¬ 
graceful exploitation of children that is com¬ 
mon ill spine states will continue unabated, 
since all former attempts to cijrrect those 
conditionli by legislation have been defeated 
by supreme court rulings that the laws were 
unconstitutional. 'I'he ratification of the 
child labor amendment by three-fourths of 
the states will make it jiossilde to pass laws 
for the protection of cliildreii that can pas.i 
tlie test of judicial scrutiny.
